The Scott Collection 

Welcome to our combined public auction and mail bid sale of the magnificent Scott Collection and 
other important numismatic properties. Whether you attend the sale in person or bid by mail you will 
receive some truly magnificent pieces if your bids are successful. 

Stanley Scott (1889-1967) collected coins for nearly fifty years. He found his greatest numismatic 
pleasure in items that complemented his interests in colonial and revolutionary Americana, with a special 
regard for George Washington— although he did not overlook other series. In fact, his interests were 
cosmopolitan and covered many different numismatic specialties. 

The Scott Collection of Washington pieces is probably the last of its kind, comprising as it does several 
hundred different pieces attributed to Baker numbers. Most of the examples are either scarce, rare, or 
extremely rare. Others are unique or nearly so. Many have not been publicly offered at auction for many 
years. Outstanding are such pieces as C.C. Wright’s Independence medal, two examples of the well-known 
Manly medal, Sansom medals by die varieties, the precious Voltaire medal in silver, the elegant Fame 
medal, an oval Washington funeral medal in gold, one of just five sets of the Letter to Hamilton medal 
struck, and many other prime specimens. Other early American medals in the sale include Admiral 
Vernon pieces and early issues attributed to Betts, an extensive offering of War of 1812 medals, Indian 
Peace medals, so-called dollars, a magnificent 1837 medal designed and signed by Christian Gobrecht and 
struck in gold, early presidential inaugural medals, and other desiderata. 

American colonial -coins represented in this catalogue include over three dozen silver coins of 
Massachusetts, a superb offering of several high-grade 1776 Continental dollars, coins of the various 
states, etc. A highlight is the exceedingly rare 1783 Peace medal with the reverse styled after the 1776 
Continental dollar. This piece, the only one sold at public auction since the Stickney sale in 1907, may 
well be the last collectible specimen in existence. 

IJ.S. half cents include five pieces of 1793 as well as many desirable later dates. Large cents comprise 
several examples of 1793 (including an AU Chain cent), high grade varieties of other early years, and 
desirable later issues. Among small cents there are several 1856 flying eagles as well as scarcities and 
rarities in the Indian and Lincoln series. Two-cent pieces, nickel three-cent pieces, and silver three-cent 
pieces are represented by desirable specimens, as are nickel five-cent pieces from 1866 to modem times. 

Among early American silver coins are many choice and desirable half dimes, dimes, quarters, and half 
dollars. Included are beautiful bust type and Liberty seated issues. Later series feature select quality 
Barber and 20th century coins. The silver dollar section of this catalogue is likewise superb. The offering 
begins with an Extremely Fine 1794 and continues through Peace dollars. 

U.S. gold coins include all denominations from gold dollars to double eagles, including choice 
Uncirculated and Proof pieces and an 1879 $4 stella. The presentation of double eagles is particularly 
outstanding and features many rarities. Rounding out the offering are California territorial coins. 

The patterns in the Scott Collection catalogue will be long remembered. Notable are such items as one 
of just two 1882 “Blind Man’s nickels” struck, a rare 1866 Lincoln nickel, two different varieties of the 
historically important and exceedingly rare 1836 dollar with C. GOBRECHT F. under the base, the 
stunningly beautiful 1879 Schoolgirl dollar, two different pattern gold coins actually struck in gold 
metal, and other rarities. 

Currency includes rare early notes such as First Charter National Bank notes in top grades, the 1869 
“Jackass” note, a choice Uncirculated 1896 Educational set, and other pieces. 

Mr. Matt Rothert, distinguished past president of the American Numismatic Association, whose main 
collection of coins and currency was sold at auction by us in 1973, has consigned to the present sale his 
magnificent Display Collection of Fractional Currency. 

Ancient coins comprise nearly 200 lots and include such desirable issues as a Carthaginian electrum 
stater, an extensive selection of Byzantine gold, and silver tetradrachms of Leontini and Syracuse. 
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Coins of the world in the Scott Collection catalogue are outstanding. Starting the selection is a nice 
group of European coins, including pieces from Austria, France, and other territories. The German coins 
are especially diverse and include talers and multiple talers, highlighting the rare Brunswick-Luneburg 
1648 four-taler and many Bavarian pieces. For the medal collector there is a large and historically 
important German collection, many pieces of which deal with World War I. 

Coins of Italy comprise many scarce crowns, including a nice group of Papal scudos from the 1 7th to 
19th centuries. Netherlands coins run from medieval to modern times. Coins of Poland include pieces 
from 1627 to 1960, including rare late-date patterns. 

Coins of Great Britain and the British Commonwealth are likewise well represented in the Scott 
Collection offering. Canadian pieces include early Proofs, such as an 1858 20c piece, 1908 specimen set, 
1937 specimen set, and a number of rare Proof dollars. Among other world coins are desirable Ethiopian 
pieces, rare and popular coins of Israel, pillar dollars from Spanish America, and other pieces. A very 
large offering of modern world crowns and commemoratives represents an interesting bidding 
opportunity. 

Gold coins of the world represent one of the largest selections we’ve offered. Scarcities and rarities 
include a 1688 British five-guinea piece with elephant and castle, the exceedingly rare 1925 Switzerland 
100 frances, and a gold piefort New Hebrides 20-franc piece, one of just 20 pieces struck. Among 
modern gold issues there is a large and impressive selection, some pieces of which have never been 
auctioned before in the United States.

UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINS 

The following offering of United States colonial coins contains many 
important rarities as well as many popular issues. 

The offering o f more than three dozen silver coins of Massachusetts 
is one of the most unusual presentations of this series in recent years. In 
our own sales, this offering has been exceeded only by the George A. 
Merriweather Collection, offering (our sale of November 1973). 

Massachusetts Silver Coins 

The following offering of over three dozen Massachusetts silver coins 
is one of the most unusual such listings of our time. Attributions are 
made to Noe numbers as enumerated in Sydney P. Noe’s monographs, 
The Oak Tree Coinage of Massachusetts (American Numismatic 
Society, 1947) and The Pine Tree Coinage of Massachusetts (American 
Numismatic Society, 1952). The Noe works were recently reprinted in 
one volume, The Silver Coinage of Massachusetts, by Quarterman 
Publications. Copies of this 246-page book are available from us for $20 
postpaid. (Order Stock No. B-N 1 and send your order separately from 
your auction bidsheet, for book orders are handled by a separate 
department here). 

As all Massachusetts silver coins were crudely struck using primitive 
methods, the sharpness of detail, even on the finest preserved examples, 
is apt to vary widely from specimen to specimen. Also, clipping was a 
common practice. For these reasons we have supplemented our grading 
by illustrating each individual coin. 

Sydney P. Noe relates that Willow Tree and Oak Tree types were not 
differentiated until about 1866 when the pre-Pine Tree issues were 
divided into these two categories. Botanically speaking, neither the 
Willow Tree nor Oak Tree pieces bear a close resemblance to their 
respective namesakes, and both styles were once called “Oak” Tree. 
The pieces we now designate as being part of the Oak Tree series may 
have been called that from the time of original issue onward. Noe 
quotes Sylvester S. Crosby’s earlier statement that Sir Thomas Temple 
in 1662 “showed. . .some of this money. . .informing the King, in 
answer to a direct inquiry , that it (the tree on the coin) was a royal oak 
which had preserved his majesty’s life.” 

The Pine Tree motif is distinctive. Pine Tree shillings and related 
issues have been a part of American folklore from the earliest times. It 
was said that a Pine Tree shilling, if bent twice, would ward off 
witches— which, we are told, were once quite prevalent in Salem and 
other Massachusetts towns. It was further said that a bride’s dowry was 
often paid by giving her weight in Pine Tree shillings, but the economic 
aspects of this belie the tale.

Note: The Oak Tree twopence is of special interest as a 
unique denomination (there are no NE, Willow Tree, orPine 
Tree twopence pieces) and as the only Massachusetts silver 
coin bearing the date of 1662 (all other dated coins are 
1652). The 1662 was undoubtedly a diecutting error, for it 
was the intention to preserve the 1652 date on all subsequent 
coinages (which lasted for several decades past 1652) so that 
authorities in England would not be aware of the extent and 
continuity of the colonial coinage, a coinage which was not 
officially approved by the mother country.

“Witch Pieces: One of the tragic episodes in the early 
history of the Bay Colony— the witch frenzy— has an indirect 
bearing [on this coinage]. A wave of hysteria seems to have 
swept over the colonists in 1692 , centering in Salem, 
although Boston was not unaffected. The cruel punishments 
after trials that were grossly unjust still bring amazement to 
anyone who examines the carefully kept records. 

“ The epidemic was not confined to the ignorant or 
illiterate. Cotton Mather attended one of the trials and spoke 
in justification of the verdict. He also made his opinion clear 
in print. Judge Samuel Sewall, later Chief Justice, twenty 
years after made a public confession of penitence for his 
judicial acts. 

“We are told that it was the superstitious belief of the time 
that wearing a bent coin afforded protection against the 
power of 4 witches . ’ Some of our Pine Tree coins show 
evidence of having once been bent even though as we see 
them now they have again been flattened. Some show dents 
which imply that teeth must have been the means of bending 



them initially. The thinness of the Pine Tree coins made 
bending an easy operation, and some with holes for suspen- 
sion may have seen service in the same manner as those which 
were bent.” 

Sydney P. Noe observes that: “It may have been a 6 witch 
piece ’ that we find mentioned in i Mother Goose : 

There was a crooked man 
And he walked a crooked mile 
He found a crooked sixpence 
Against a crooked stile.

The presently-offered Scott Collection specimen is a 
superb AU coin with some claims to an even higher grade. It 
is extremely well struck and possesses an exquisite wealth of 
design detail.

Note: The origin of the Continental dollars has never been 
completely explained. In his monograph and in subsequently 
published research Eric P. Newman has established that they 
were issued on or about the 1776 date. No record survives to 
indicate that they were produced by the Continental Con- 
gress or under its specific authority, but the coins themselves 
indicate that there is a good possibility this was the case. 

There are several interesting spelling errors in the series, 
including CURENCY (Newman 1-C), CURRENCEY (New- 
man 4-D), and on all reverses, the misspelling of the 
abbreviation of Pennsylvania as PENNSILV. 

With the 1976 bicentennial fast approaching, the historic 
Continental dollars of 1 776 take on additional significance 
for the numismatist and historian.

crosses of St. George and St. Andrew; in her left hand is a 
spear, and her right is extended towards an Indian queen, 
who is advancing with a bow in her right hand, and a quiver 
behind her back; between them flies a dove with an olive 
branch; in the distance is a view of London, in which appear 
St. Paul’s Cathedral and the Monument. 

“Reverse: AMERICAN : CONGRESS * on a ring, from 
which extend thirteen rays; beyond the rays a chain of 
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thirteen rings inscribed MASSCHS N.HAMPS CONNCT 
R. ISLAND N.IORKE N.JERSEY PENSILVA DELAWARE 
MARYLAND VIRGINIA N.CAROLI S.CAROLI GEORGIA. 
On the center, WE / ARE / ONE [with AMERICAN 
CONGRESS surrounding.]. 

“Tin or pewter. Rude. Size 25. Very rare. Edge with 
ornamental milling, in the Appleton collection; inscribed 
CONTINENTAL CURRENCY on the specimen formerly in 
the possession of Dr. Charles Clay, of Manchester, England, 
and later in that of Henry W. Holland, Esq., of Boston. 

“Of this medal, only two impressions are at present known, 
and it seems to be a mule— the reverse of the well-known 
‘Continental Currency’ combined with the obverse described. 
The execution, like the Latin of the legend, is poor. The 
engraving is not quite correct. Dr. Clay’s impression was sold 
in New York, in December 1871, for $31 . . .” 

The 1783 Peace medal does not utilize the reverse from a 
1776 Continental dollar, and thus is not a muling. It is copied 
from Newman’s reverse C, as previously noted. This reverse is 
distinctive because N.HAMPS is clockwise of MASSCHS 
(instead of the opposite, as it should be, for the other states 
are listed in geographical order from north to south). 

The specimen here offered is struck in tin alloy and has an 
ornamental edge design similar although not identical to that 
found on the 1776 Continental dollars. The condition is Very 
Fine, with dark and even patination. The piece is free from 
any serious defects. 

The piece offered here is neither the Appleton collection 
specimen (which is permanently impounded in a museum) 
nor the Clay specimen (which has a lettered edge). It was 
acquired years ago from Mr. F.C.C. Boyd, owner of the 
“World’s Greatest Collection” (as it was designated when it 
was sold by Abe Kosoff and Abner Kreisberg in the 1940’s).

The first president of the United States was born in 
Westmoreland County, Virginia, on February 22 (February 11 
on the Julian calendar), 1732. George was the eldest son of 
Augustine Washington, a Virginia planter educated in England, 
and his second wife, Mary Bell. 

The paternal lineage had some distinction: an early forebear 
was described as “gentleman”, Henry VIII later gave his family 
lands, and its members held various offices. But family 
fortunes fell with the Puritan revolution and John Washington, 
grandfather of Augustine, migrated to Virginia in 1657. The 
ancestral home at Sulgrave, Northamptonshire, is maintained 
as a Washington memorial. 

He spent much of his childhood on the Ferry Farm on the 
Rappahannock River, opposite Fredricksburg, Virginia, and 
attended school irregularly from his 7th to his 15th year. 
Mason L. Weems’s stories of the hachet and cherry tree and of 
young Washington’s repugnance to fighting are apocryphal 
efforts to fill a manifest gap since so little is known about this 
phase of his youth. 

At age eleven, when their father passed away, George 
became the ward of his eldest half brother, Lawrence, who, 
having himself been educated in England, was able to 
supplement his schooling. Washington’s first professional 
leaning was in land surveying and he was experienced in this 
field as well as tobacco growing and stock raising while still in 
his teens. In 1749, at age 17, Washington was appointed 
county surveyor of Culpeper, Virginia. When he inherited 
Mount Vernon upon his brother’s death he gradually increased 
the estate and enlarged the house - his greatest pride in later 
days was to be regarded as the first farmer of the land. 

His military career began with his being appointed as 
adjutant for the southern district of Virginia by Lieutenant 
Governor Robert Dinwiddie. Enterprising by nature, 
Washington went on to serve an ambitious military career - one 
peppered with hardships and defeat hut basically a very 
successful term. In 1753, he was sent on his first mission which 
was to carry an ultimatum to the French who were encroach- 
ing on English territory in the Ohio region (Ohio Valley 
expedition). He was commissioned lieutenant colonel in 1754 
and sent to establish an outpost on the site of what later 
became Pittsburgh. He found the French firmly entrenched 
there (having renamed it Fort Duquesne) and accepted the 
assistance offered to him and his 150 men by the Indians of 
that area. Together they surprised and defeated the first French 
force sent against him at Fort Necessity (May 27, 1754), thus 
beginning the last French and Indian War. 

In 1755, at only 23, he was commissioned colonel and 
commander in chief of all the Virginia troops. He continued 
defending the frontier and engaged in fighting from 1755 to 
1758 until the French abandoned and burned Fort Duquesne 



in November, 1758. Feeling that the war had been excessively 
slow and not content with the denial by the Virginia 
legislature to his request for more money and better troops, he 
resigned from the colonial army somewhat disillusioned. 

Upon resigning his commission in 1759, he married Martha 
Dandridge, the widow of Daniel Parke Custis. She was a few 
months older than he, the mother of two children living and 
two dead, and possessed one of the considerable fortunes of 
Virginia. Though it does not seem to have been a romantic 
love match, the marriage united two harmonious tem- 
peraments and proved happy. Martha was known as a gracious 
hostess in the first President’s home. 

With the rising storm in imperial affairs, Washington’s 
contented life as gentleman-farmer at Mount Vernon was 
interrupted. As a member of the Virginia House of Burgesses 
(1759-74), he had played a silent part and was a thoroughly 
loyal subject. However, he was displeased with the Proclama- 
tion of 1763 which interdicted settlement beyond the 
Alleghenies since he was interested in the Ohio Company, the 
Mississippi Company, and other speculative western ventures. 
It was shortly after hearing Patrick Henry’s resolutions against 
the Stamp Act in May, 1765, that he became one of the 
leaders of Virginia and colonial opposition to British policies 
in America. 

Washington was elected delegate to both the First and Second 
Continental Congresses (1774-75). Although his letters of that 
period show that he was still opposed to the idea of 
independence, he was determined never to submit “to the loss 
of those valuable rights and privileges, which are essential to 
the happiness of every free State, and without which life, 
liberty, and property are rendered totally insecure.” 

On June 15, 1775, he was elected to command all 
Continental armies and remained in the Boston area until he 
forced British evacuation of the city (March 17, 1776). 
Although Washington had won the first round there remained 
five years of war, during which the American cause was 
repeatedly near complete disaster. It was the darkest hour of 
the Revolution when Washington and what was left of his 
troops were forced to retreat from White Plains across the river 
into New Jersey after the battle engaged in at the New York 
and Long Island area (1776). However, he conducted a 
masterly retreat southward through New Jersey. They sur- 
prised and defeated the Hessians at Trenton on December 26, 
1776, and went on to win the battle of Princeton, thus forcing 
British retirement to Brunswick, N.J. The effect of these 
victories heartened all Americans and brought recruits flocking 
to camp in the spring, and encouraged foreign sympathizers 
with the American cause. At this point there can be no doubt 
that he advocated complete separation from Britain. 
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With the aid of the French army, the final decisive stroke of 
the war was the capture of Cornwallis at Yorktown, Virginia, 
on October 19, 1781. Then with great difficulty, he held the 
army together before New York until the British evacuated the 
city on April 19, 1783. 

Washington resigned his commission on December 23, 1783, 
and once again retired to Mount Vernon to resume care of his 
plantation. In 1787 he was called from retirement to preside at 
the federal convention in Philadelphia. He was elected presi- 
dent of the Convention over which he presided for the next 
four months. “My wish is,” he wrote, “that the convention 
may adopt no temporizing expedients, but probe the defects 
of the Constitution to the bottom, and provide a radical cure.” 
His weight of character did more than any other single force to 
bring the convention to an agreement and obtain ratification 
of the instrument afterward. As he alone commanded the 
respect of both parties engendered by the struggle over 
ratification, all eyes immediately turned to him for the first 
president. 

Unanimously chosen president of the United States under 
the new constitution, his main objective was to strengthen the 
authority of the federal government. He had a firm belief that 
the United States must insist on its national identity, strength 
and dignity. He intended to keep the country “free from 
political connections with every other country, to see them 



independent of all, and under the influence of none. In a 
word, I want an American character that the powers of Europe 
may be convinced that we act for ourselves, and not for 
others.” Washington was again unanimously re-elected for a 
second term in 1792. However, he declined a third term and 
after a farewell address to the American people (September, 
1796), he retired from political life on March 3, 1797. On the 
threat of war with France (1798) he accepted commission as 
lieutenant general and commander in chief of the army and 
retained this position for the rest of his life. 

On December 12, 1799, he exposed himself on horseback 
for several hours to cold and snow and, returning home 
exhausted, was attacked the next day with quinsy or acute 
laryngitis, whereupon he weakened rapidly. He faced the end 
with characteristic serenity and died at 10:00 p.m. on 
December 14, 1799. The news of his death placed the entire 
country in mourning, and the sentiment of the country 
endorsed the famous words of Henry Fee that he was “first in 
war, first in peace, and first in the hearts of his countrymen.”

NOTES CONCERNING THE SCOTT COLLECTION 



“Washington medals form no inconsiderable portion of that 
great monument, which love and gratitude have so steadily 
built, in memory of the services and virtues of the foremost 
man in American history.” So begins the preface to W.S. 
Baker’s Medallic Portraits of Washington , published in 1885 
and remaining today the standard reference in the series. 

Stanley Scott (1889-1967) collected coins for nearly fifty 
years. He found his greatest numismatic pleasure in items that 
complemented his interests in colonial and revolutionary 
Americana, with a special regard for George Washington. 

The Washington collection presented on the following pages 
is probably the last of its kind— comprising as it does, several 
hundred items attributed to Baker. (The prospective bidder is 
urged to consult the Baker work; however, should he not have 
this book or if we can help in any way, we will gladly do this.) 
Most of the Washington pieces in the Stanley Scott Collection 
are either scarce, rare, or extremely rare. Some are unique or 
nearly so. Many have not been publicly offered at auction for 
many years, and once they are sold the chance of their being 
listed again soon is exceedingly remote. 

Certain scarce and rare pieces in the following listing are 
given rarity ratings assigned by Dr. George Fuld in his 1965 



supplement to Baker. The Fuld 10-point scale is as follows: 
R-l (more than 5,000 pieces in existence; common); R-2 
(between 2,000 and 5,000); R-3 (between 500 and 2,000); R-4 
(between 200 and 500); R-5 ( between 75 and 200); R-6 
(between 20 and 75); R-7 (between 10 and 20); R-8 (between 
5 and 10); R-9 (between 2 and 4); R-10 (unique; only 1 piece 
known). It is significant to note that most of the pieces 
offered here are in the higher degrees of rarity, with many R-6 
to R-10 examples being represented. 

There is no current guide to the prices of Washington pieces. 
The Fuld supplement published in 1965 is ancient history so 
far as most prices are concerned, and many pieces now sell for 
5 to 10 times their Fuld valuations. The key to this sale is the 
opportunity to acquire pieces you’ve been seeking. We 
recommend that you bid liberally on pieces of special interest, 
for a collection of this size, scope, and quality may never again 
be offered at public auction sale.

“William Idler, a Philadelphia coin dealer, was located at 
111 North 9th Street beginning in 1858. This period, with its 
rapidly growing number of collectors, prompted Idler to issue 
several copies in conjunction with his store cards. A fixed 
price list issued by him in 1860 curiously calls his 
Washington half dollar [the coin offered in the preceding lot] 
a cent, a singular error on the part of a dealer whose era was 
noted for serious study. The dies of the copies were engraved 
by Warner, probably John S. Warner of Philadelphia, the 
father of William H. and Charles K., the medalists and dealers 
of the late nineteenth century. Idler, who died in 1901, once 
possessed an 1804 dollar, one of which pedigreed specimens 
is named after him.”

Very Rare Independence Medal, B-53 




442 B-53. The magnificent and exceedingly rare Independence medal 
by C.C. Wright. Obverse: Undraped bust of Washington 
facing to the left; on edge of bust, C.C. WRIGHT, D&F [C.C. 
Wright designed and engraved the dies]. GEORGE WASH- 
INGTON in two parallel vertical lines, divided by the bust. 
Reverse: A representation of Trumbull’s painting of the 
Congress of 1776, showing the committee making its report 
of the Declaration of Independence. A massive struck bronze 
medal measuring 91 mm. in diameter. 

Of this issue, Baker notes: “The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence will never lack in interest nor lose in importance, by 
being constantly referred to or delineated, and of the many 
attempts which have been made to perpetuate this event and 
fix it in the memories of our people, the well known painting 
by Trumbull takes a positive position. 

“But paintings are impaired by time and are subject to 
accidents, while prints and ordinary reproductions are easily 
destroyed. Metal alone approaches the indestructible, and 
when Charles C. Wright carried out his idea of reproducing 
this picture in connection with Washington, as a National 
Medal, he not only left a testimonial of his patriotism and 
artistic ability, but also bequeathed to posterity a legacy 
which will survive and always be respected. 

“This medal, the largest of the Washington series, and 
second only in importance to the ‘Washington Before Boston 
Medal,’ was executed by the engraver a few years previous to 
his decease, which occurred June 7, 1854, at the age of 
fifty-eight. Mr. Wright, an American by birth and the best die 
engraver this country has produced, was the author of 
numerous works, many of them quite equal to this in merit, 
but his name will perhaps be better preserved by means of 
the ‘Independence Medal’ than by any other of his efforts. 

“The head after Houdon is the best medallic portrait of 
Washington known to us, conveying all the truth and 
character of the original, and is remarkable for its excellence 
of execution, simplicity of treatment, and dignity of expres- 
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sion. The reverse is admirably engraved, and is a faithful copy 
of the picture by Trumbull, representing the Congress of 
1776 and the committee making its report of the famous 
Declaration.” 

In his 1965 annotation of the Baker work, Dr. George 
Fuld noted that just three original specimens are known; 
those being the American Numismatic Society, Hon. and Mrs. 
R. Henry Norweb (ex. Park-Bernet), and Fuld (ex. Garvin) 
examples. The American Numismatic Society example is, of 
course, forever off the market. The present Scott Collection 
example may be the Fuld specimen or it may be another, 
perhaps the specimen handled by us about five years ago and 
sold to a prominent New York dealer. The coin is a toned 
Proof with some minor marks, one serving to identify this 
specimen being a small edge ding on the obverse opposite the 
A in WASHINGTON. The medal is superbly struck and 
possesses a beautiful chocolate-brown coloration. Dr. George 
Fuld valued this piece at $500.00 ten years ago in 1965, 
noting at the time that “pricing is conservative but realistic,” 
and that “pieces sell at or above these prices.” 

1965 is ancient history so far as the coin market is 
concerned. In the intervening years there has been a 
tremendous growth in interest in all numismatic areas, with 
the field of Washington pieces sharing in this heightened 
appreciation. The Independence Medal represents the largest 
and most important Washington medal in this collection, and 
one of the most desirable pieces in all of numismatics. Here is 
an American numismatic classic; an opportunity to own one 
of the rarest and most beautiful numismatic tributes to 
George Washington; an opportunity which may never repeat 
itself in your lifetime. Our estimate may well prove con-

Franklin . . . Subsequently this reverse was struck with an 
obverse by the same engraver [B-54, the medal here offered], 
containing busts of Washington and Franklin together, the 
former in uniform.” 

The specimen here offered is a bronzed Proof with some 
surface spots. A lovely example of one of the most poignant 
of all early Washington medal designs. Rarity-7.

Baker notes that the “Manly medal,” as 
it is generally termed, was made by Samuel Brooks, a 
Philadelphia goldsmith and seal-cutter, and was sold in that 
city by Jacques Manly in March 1790. It was, so far as is 
known, the first Washington medal to be issued in America. 
With the advertisement (in the Pennsylvania Packet and Daily 
Advertiser , March 3, 1790) soliciting orders was a certificate 
dated February 22, 1790, by Thomas Mifflin, governor of 
Pennsylvania, and other dignitaries who declared the portrait 
of Washington to be “a strong and expressive likeness, and 
worthy of the attention of the citizens of the United States 
of America.” Baker notes that “the medal, rather rude in its 
execution, represents Washington as quite aged.” 

The presently-offered specimen is in bronze, is in sharp 
Extremely Fine condition (in condition nearly as made, 
without any visible evidence of wear), and has a pleasing 
brown color. The name of the engraver, Brooks, and the 
seller, Manly, are both present on the piece (but not on some 
others of this variety; cf. Baker, page 43). An important 
opportunity to acquire one of the finest known examples of 
one of the most important, and the earliest, Washington 
medals. 




445 B-64. George Washington of Virginia medal. One of just 21 pieces 
struck in copper, made in January 1883. Copper. Very thick 
(5.5 mm.) planchet. Red and brown Uncirculated. Exceed- 
ingly rare. Of the 21 pieces struck, fewer than half can be 
traced today.

The date is an engraving error and is 
1 752 instead of 1 7 32, although a small island-like mark to 
the upper left of the 5 indicates that an attempt was made to 
have the 5 appear like a 3. The death date is given as 
December 21 instead of the usually-seen December 14.

Obverse with portrait of Washington in 
armor, and legend. Reverse with concentric inscription: HE 
LAID THE FOUNDATION OF AMERICAN LIBERTY IN 
THE XVIII CENTURY / INNUMERABLE MILLIONS YET 
UNBORN WILL VENERATE THE MEMORY / OF THE 
MAN WHO OBTAINED THEIR COUNTRYS FREEDOM. In 
the center there is the portrait of an Indian leaning on his 
bow and the inscription: THE LAND WAS OURS. Bronze. 
Extremely Fine. 

Of this medal, Baker relates: “The ‘Eccleston medal,’ an 
important production by Webb, designed and published by 
Daniel Eccleston, of Lancaster, England, in 1805, represents 
Washington in armor— a singular conceit. The head is ad- 
mirably modeled and the entire work executed in the very 
best manner, but as a portrait it cannot be assigned to any 
particular original. Daniel Eccleston, a member of the Society 
of Friends, is said to have possessed considerable mechanical 
ingenuity, and was well known for his many eccentricities. 
He was also a collector of coins and medals, and besides the 
Washington medal, issued a halfpenny token in 1794, bearing 
his own portrait, called the Lancashire halfpenny, and in 
1802 published a large medal by Hancock, in honor of 
Napoleon. Eccleston passed two or three years in America, 
and during his residence in Virginia met Washington at 
Alexandria, who gave him an invitation to spend a few days 
at Mount Vernon. His admiration for Washington, expressed 
in this permanent manner, insures for his name a lasting 
remembrance.” 



470 B-84. Fame medal. One of the most beautiful motifs to be found 
on a Washington piece. The obverse bears the portrait of 
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A beautiful specimen of this large and important medal. 
Rarity-6. 

Note: In our opinion the entire medal is satirical and is an 
unusual way to express an “admiration for Washington.” As 
Baker notes, the dressing of Washington in armor is a conceit. 
In addition, the sentimental eulogy to Washington on the 
reverse is negated by the Indian at the center with the 
reminder “ The Land Was Ours.” Certainly, America’s treat- 
ment of the Indians during this period did not contribute to 
the aura of George Washington. 
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472 B-85. Eccleston medal in bronze. Duplicate. Extremely Fine, 
some verdigris in protected areas. Another outstanding 
specimen of this curious and important medal. 



473 B-89. Ugly Head medal. A medal important in a negative sense; 

the worst design catalogued by Baker, who wrote: “[This 
piece] which has come to be known as the ‘Ugly Head medal,’ 
deserves its reputation so well as being the most unprepos- 
sessing of the entire series, that we have concluded to retain 
the title, although not very pleasing as a designation. The 
engraver may have intended to give us the [Gilbert Stuart] , 
head, but the effort at translation is not a whit more 
successful than the attempt at engraving.” 

The obverse depicts an “ugly” portrait of Washington, 
with an inscription surrounding. The death date was appar- 
ently intended to incorrectly read DECr. 17, 1799 (instead of 
Dec. 14), but the 7 was punched in the die upside down! Tin. 
AU, prooflike. Rarity -6.

Note: Baker relates that B-160 was struck in commemora- 
tion of the centennial anniversary of the birthday of 
Washington. The portrait on the coin , probably from 
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Houdon’s bust, is well known. The dies were executed in 
Philadelphia by an unknown engraver. Impressions in tin 
were struck and distributed by the gold and silver artificers of 
Philadelphia in the civic procession in that city, February 22, 
1832. Baker notes (in 1885) that “although more than a half 
a century has passed, it is still referred to as a remarkable 
demonstration. ” Baker further relates that impressions in 
silver were given to the officers of the day, and one gold 
piece was expressly struck for presentation to Lafayette, as a 
memento of the occasion. In 1858 some restrikes in copper 
from perfect dies were made. Around that time the dies 
cracked, and later restrikes in various metals exhibit progres- 
sive degrees of die failure on the reverse. 

486 B-160. Centennial medal. Original in tin. Duplicate. Holed at the 
top, probably for suspension on a ribbon. Slightly bent. 
Otherwise VF. Rarity-7. 




487 B-160. Centennial medal. Silver. Original from perfect dies. Thick

Washington Funeral Medal In Gold 




493 B-169. Washington Funeral Medal in gold. Obverse with portrait 
of Washington facing left, in an olive wreath, and surrounded 
by the sentimental legend: HE IN GLORY, THE WORLD IN 
TEARS. OB. D. 14. ’99. AEt. ’68. Reverse blank. 

Of all the medallic remembrances honoring our first 
president, the funeral medals by Jacob Perkins of Newbury- 
port, Massachusetts, are the most touching. Baker discusses 
these pieces in some detail, and we excerpt: 

“The [funeral] medals of this group, although few in 
number, are perhaps the most valued of all the earlier 
Washington pieces. The time and purpose of their issue and 
their legends give to each an interest beyond all others, and 
the possessor insensibly appropriates a particular niche in the 
collection for their preservation. 

“ ‘He is in glory, the world in tears,’ may seem to be an 
exaggerated expression, but we imagine that these few words 
more fully convey the feelings of a nation in mourning than 
pages of eulogy or declamation. 

“The medals B-165 and B-166, which are the best known, 
are said to have been struck for, and worn in, the funeral 
ceremonies held at Boston shortly after the decease of 
Washington. The former in the Masonic demonstration of 
F ebruary 11, 1800, attended by sixteen hundred brethren, 
and the latter at the civic procession of eleven days later. 
Original impressions in silver of these pieces are quite rare. 

“The dies for both were executed by Jacob Perkins of 
Newburyport, Massachusetts— a man of marked ingenuity, 
whose name is closely connected with the history of bank 
note engraving in this country; which, in improvements and 
appliances has resulted in such excellence of production that 
American notes are recognized as superior to those of all 
other nations. Mr. Perkins also produced the dies for the 
other pieces mentioned in this list, with the exception of 
B-164 which is stated to have been the work of Nicholas 
Pearce, a fellow-craftsman. The designs for all were furnished 
by Dudley A. Tyng, a prominent lawyer and at the time the 
United States collector of customs at Newburyport. 

The portraits of the different pieces are of the same type 
and were taken without doubt from the profile drawn and 
etched by Joseph Wright in New York in 1790. This portrait 
was well known in the New England states, both in original 
impressions of the etching, and through a copy published in 
the March number of the Massachusetts Magazine, 1791. 

“B-169 [the specimen offered for sale in this lot— Ed. ], 
struck on an oval planchet and for which no reverse seems to 
have been executed, is said to exist in only three impressions, 
two being in gold. They may be considered in the light of 
trial pieces.” 

In an article entitled “Washington Funeral Gold Medals,” 
by Margaret W. Brown, in the February 1954 issue of The 
Numismatist, the author advances the logical theory that the 
one-sided Washington funeral medals such as B-169 were 
made for use in lockets: 

“. . . Mourning jewelry was very popular throughout the 
18th and 19th centuries and most often took the form of 
rings or lockets. The painting of a woman weeping under a 
willow tree supported by the tombstone of a loved one is one 
of the favorite scenes depicted on this type of jewelry. 

“The idea that the medal, which is just a gold shell, was 
intended originally to be used in this way is strengthened by 
an advertisement in the Columbian Centinel and Massa- 
chusetts Federalist: 
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to put in lockets, etc., executed by Mr. Perkins, for sale at 
No. 11, Cornhill, by Eben. Moulton.’ ” 

The presently-offered specimen of B-169 is illustrated on 
page 121 of the February 1954 issue of The Numismatist, as 
part of Ms. Brown’s article. The piece traces its pedigree to~ 
the late Wayte Raymond, famed dealer and researcher, and, 
earlier, to the illustrious sale of the Matthew Stickney 
Collection sold by Henry Chapman in 1907. Appearing as 
Lot 425 in that sale, it was described as follows: 

“1799. Oval gold medal. Fine small bust in uniform left, 
below G.W., the whole enclosed in a continuous wreath of 
olive leaves, around and outside of wreath, He in Glory, The 
World In Tears. OB. D. 99 and over date and below wreath is 
AEt 68. Oval. Holed at bottom of E in The. Uniface on a 
very thin plate of gold. Extremely Fine. Samuel March 
[reportedly an officer in Washington’s army] very faintly 
scratched in field. Of excessive rarity— Baker-169, but he had 
never seen one and speaks of only two being known. This is 
not correct at this day, as I have seen at least four . . .” 

In Dr. George Fuld’s 1965 annotation of the Baker book 
he notes that in 1965 there were approximately 8 to 10 
specimens known of B-169. The piece was priced at $900 in 
the supplement. 

As one of the most important, most sentimental, and 
rarest of all Washington pieces this example of B-169 could, 
easily sell for several thousand dollars today. Certainly it is 
one of the most outstanding specimens in the Scott Collec- 
tion. 




498 B-181. Newburg (sic) medal by George H. Lovett. Silver. Proof, 

with some hairlines. With die failure on the left side of the 
reverse, perhaps giving a clue to the rarity of this medal. 

Note: George H. Lovett wasn’t a person who let spelling 
errors (Newburg instead of Newburgh, as one of several 
examples which could be cited) bother him. Nor in his speed 
to turn out a vast number of medals, was he preoccupied 
with artistry or craftsmanship. On the latter point, Baker (cf. 
p. 87) observes: “[ Certain of these medals], the work of Mr. 
Lovett, possess but little merit as pieces, showing haste in 
execution. ”

Note I: In the 1965 price supplement, Dr. Fuld indicates 
that copper specimens of Lovett’s Series are considerably 
scarcer than silver examples. 

Note II: Concerning the prices of Washington pieces in 
general, it is wise to ponder Dr. Fuld’s comment concerning 
his 1 965 prices: “Since many pieces are seldom sold, these 
prices are based on an estimate if they were.” Although 
certain pieces may be listed at from $5 to $50 in the Fuld 
prices, the fact remains— startling but true— that there are 
many of these medals which have not appeared in any major 
public sale for over a decade! Our estimates are just that: 
estimates. If we estimate a lot at $50, for example, it does 
not mean that the lot is common in the same proportion that 
a regular-issue $50 U.S . coin would be. Indeed, the opposite 
is probably true: more often than not, the piece, when sold, 
will probably be the last opportunity you will have to bid on 
such a specimen for several, or even many, years. 

Note III: The series of medals by George H. Lovett are 
among the various pieces struck by numismatic and medallic 
firms in the late 1 9th century to sell to the public— much as 
the Franklin Mint does today, although in a severely reduced 
scope then. Selling medals to the public via subscription, still 
exceedingly popular today as any reader of magazines or 
Sunday supplements knows, has a long history in America— 
an early example being the Manly medal (refer to our Lot 
444).

These large and impressive medals are the work of John 
Adams Bolen (1826-1907) of Springfield, Massachusetts. The 
pieces are signed J.A. BOLEN beneath Washington’s portrait. 
Bolen, a prominent and respected medallist and die-sinker, 
did superb work. His productions included numerous medals 
as well as struck copies of American colonial coins. A 
member of the numismatic fraternity, he belonged to the 
Springfield Antiquarian Society and the American Numis- 
matic and Archaelogical Society. 

The three specimens offered here are toned Proofs with 
some very minor handling marks. The original leather case is 
intact and sound but shows scuffing on the edges. Consider-

Important Historical George Washington Clock 

614 Important early 19th century clock pertaining to George Washing- 
ton. Manufactured circa 1800-1805 by Dubuc of Paris. This 
beautiful and impressive clock measures 1914 inches high by 
14!4” wide by 5!4” deep and is of gilt finish. The unit is in 
operating condition. 

The death of George Washington on December 14, 1799, 
was keenly felt abroad when the news arrived there early in 
1800. The famous Parisian clockmaking firm of Dubuc, to 
commemorate the most famous of all Americans, designed 
and issued a limited number of gilt mantel clocks which were 
subsequently consigned for sale to John Shaw, a merchant of 
Annapolis, Maryland. The clocks, exceedingly rare today, 
were a welcome memento of Washington and were eagerly 
purchased by those who could afford them. Research 
indicates that several configurations of the Dubuc Washing- 
ton clock exist, the major differences being in the clock base, 
the figure of Washington, and the design of the eagle. 

The specimen here offered is considered by the consignor 
to have the most desirable of bases. Inset on the front side of 
the base is a scene which has been interpreted to represent 
Cincinnatus, the great warrior (here shown in modern 
uniform), surrendering his sword. Washington was often 
called “the Cincinnatus of America,” and the organization 
formed by his generals was known as the Society of the 
Cincinnati. Another interpretation is that it shows Washing- 
ton presenting his sword of command to Congress (in togas 
and other Roman costumes). The figure of Washington on 
the clock is identical to the figures which appear on the 
White House specimen and on the one on display at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

The American eagle which appears on the top of the clock 
faces right and has semi-extended wings which represent a 
rare type. Also, it should be noted that the eagle is perched 
on a Union shield rather than the more common globe. 

The clock’s dial distinguishes it as being one of the earlier 
types— as evidenced by the style of the name and the address. 
Later copies often have only the name “Dubuc” or are 
unsigned. 

Of particular significance on this clock is the engraved 
expression which appears below the clock’s face. The 
expression reads: WASHINGTON. First in WAR. First in 
PEACE. First in the HEAR TS of his COUNTRYMEN. This 
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sentiment was originated by Col. Henry (“Light-Horse 
Harry”) Lee and was presented to the House of Representa- 
tives by John Marshall (in Lee’s absence) in a memorial 
resolution concerning the departed president. 

The engravers at Dubuc improperly translated from 
English to French and back to English Lee’s statement. 
Therefore, the first clocks made by Dubuc read: WASHING- 
TON. First in WAR. First in PEACE. First in his COUNTRY- 
MEN’S HEARTS. This error was corrected in the die, and the 
specimen here offered for sale shows the area of re-engraving 
as well as the addition of the required extra words. 

Horological reference books list the period of this clock’s 
manufacture as between 1800 and 1810. Based upon an 
interpretation of the preceding information, it would be 
reasonable to assign the clock to the earlier portion of this 
period. 



The clock is in superb operating condition and not only 
keeps fairly accurate time, but also it chimes the number of 
hours on the hour and has a single chime on the half hour. 

The only flaw worthy of mention is a rather small and 
insignificant chip from the porcelain dial where the key 
mates with the clock’s works. This chip is not readily 
noticeable but is mentioned for accuracy. 

This clock has been the subject of several exhibits and 
television programs. In addition, other specimens of the clock 
have attracted great attention over the years. For example, a 
similar clock was featured in the July 16, 1973, issue of 
Newsweek, in an article entitled: “Inflation: Hedging.” 

This superb Washington clock is a museum piece. We 
estimate that it will bring: ($20,000-$30,000)

A prize medal from the Scott Collection; one 
of the finest-preserved Erie Canal medals we have ever seen.

Note: Lyman H. Low notes that Dr. Lewis Feuchtwanger’s 
first business location appears to have been at 377 Broadway, 
where he remained from 1831 to 1837; thereafter, until 
1857, his changes were numerous, and, considering the limits 
of the city within that period, he may be said to have roved 
widely. He is given in the directories twelve different 
addresses, ranging from No. 1 Wall Street to 21 White Street, 
three of which are in Maiden Lane. He was the inventor of an 
alloyed metal, resembling ‘German silver ,’ which he hoped to 
induce the government to adopt for minor coinage. He was a 
druggist and a chemist, and in 1832 in addition to this 
business he sold natural curiosities, such as rare minerals, 
gems, preserved reptiles, etc., a large collection of which he 
placed on exhibition at Peale’s Museum, and the ‘New York 
Lyceum of Natural History .’ At his Broadway store, ‘ one 
door below White Street he advertised ‘ Nurembergh Salve ’ 
and ‘ Kreosote ... a recent German discovery for preventing 
toothache . ’ These nostrums seem to have been highly 
esteemed in their time.

“Mr. Lesher proposes to demonstrate that the ‘ intrinsic 
value ’ theory is a delusion and a snare. His silver at the 
present quotation costs 65 cents per ounce, the expense of 
coining is 15 cents— 80 cents in all— but he values the dollars 
at $1.25 and intends to keep them above par. Although he is 
confident that the silver alone is really worth $1.29 an ounce, 
he admits other people may be prejudiced. Therefore he 
promises to pay $1.25 in U.S. money on demand for each 
‘ referendum ’ dollar. In order to avoid any entanglement with 
the government Mr. Lesher makes his dollars eight-sided .” 

Later issues bore the names of various local (mostly) 
merchants. The first 100 pieces made bore no business name. 
It is one of these early pieces which is offered above.

NOTE ABOUT MORGAN AND PEACE DOLLAR GRADING: We 

grade the following Morgan and Peace dollars according to the Mint 
State system. Mint State 60 (MS-60) refers to an Uncirculated coin with 
usual bagmarks acquired in normal contact with other coins in a mint 
bag. MS-65 refers to a silver dollar with only a few bagmarks; a far 
above average coin. Generally , MS-65 is the highest realistically 
available condition. It is equal to the adjectival description “ Choice 
Uncirculated . ” MS-70 refers to a hand-selected dollar of exceptionally 
choice quality; the type of coin of which there may be only 5 or 10 
pieces , or perhaps none at all (especially among the branch mint issues), 
in a mint bag of 1,000. Bagmarks are virtually non-existent. Such a coin 
is the finest of its kind. 

In instances in which the obverse grades, for example, MS-65 and 
the reverse grades MS-70, a diagonal mark is used to indicate the grade 
of each side, with the obverse given first, as: MS-65 170. In instances in 
which the entire coin is midway between two grades, MS-65 and MS-70 
for example, the coin is listed as MS-65+. An MS-65+ must be regarded 
as truly a superlative example.

Note: A brief history of the $4 gold piece is given in U.S. 
Patterns, by Dr. J. Hewitt Judd: 

The four-dollar piece was first suggested as an international 
coin by Hon. John A. Kasson, then United States minister to 
Austria , who had formerly been Chairman of the Committee 
of Coinage , Weights , and Measures. He thought it was 
desirable to have a gold coin approximating the value of coins 
based on the metric system used in the European countries , 
such as the Austrian 8 florins , the French 20 francs , the 
Italian 20 lire , the Spanish 20 pesetas , and the Dutch 8 
florins. 

The committee on coinage favored the plan and suggested 
that a name suitable for the four-dollar coin would be ‘One 
Stella ,’ in analogy to one eagle, both the star and the eagle 
being national emblems on our coins. 

Fifteen sets were struck from the Barber designs [ these are 
the flowing hair coins] in 1879. These proved to be very 
popular with congressmen, who were each entitled to a set at 
the cost price at the Mint of approximately $6.50. 

Therefore, early in 1880 the Congressional Committee on 
Coinage ordered additional sets. There being no hubs to 
duplicate the dies, the old dies with the date 1879 were used 
to strike 400 more sets. On October 12, 1880, Mr. S.K. 
Harzfeld reported an interview with the Superintendent of 
the Mint, A. Loudon Snowden, in which he stated that 1 50 
sets of the 415 struck were still in the vaults of the Mint. Mr. 
Snowden agreed to sell these to numismatists at $15 a set 
instead of melting them, if permission could be obtained 
from Washington.

Note: In 1859 and 1860 Anthony C. Paquet prepared 
several patterns for the double eagle denomination. Early in 
1861 new double eagle reverse dies with tall, narrow letters 
were sent to Philadelphia , New Orleans , and San Francisco. It 
was anticipated that $20 pieces from this time forth would 
employ the new Paquet reverse style. 

On January 5, 1861 , two pieces were struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint. It was noted that the reverse die was 
slightly too large for the obverse and that the reverse border , 
being too narrow , would not strike up properly. In addition, 
there would be abnormal wear on the dies when the coins 
were struck. 

The director immediately countermanded any further use 
of the dies. The message was wired to New Orleans and 
arrived there before any coins were struck. The order to the 
San Francisco Mint was sent overland, there being no 
telegraph west of St. Joseph, Missouri, at the time. Before the 
director’s orders arrived (in February 1861) some 19,250 
1861-S Paquet double eagles had been struck. Apparently 
most of these were caught before release and were melted 
and recoined into regular (ue., pieces of the pre-Paquet 
design) pieces. 

The existence of 1861-S Paquet double eagles was not 
known to numismatists until many years later. Today the 
1861-S Paquet is one of the most desired of all $20 issues. 
The variety is very rare. In addition, it has the distinction of 
being a separate design type with a very interesting story. 
Most 1861-S Paquet double eagles are found in lower grades, 
Very Fine being typical. The preceding specimen is excep- 
tionally sharp.

It was soon found that the high relief 
necessitated having each coin struck three or four times (instead of the 
customary single strike needed for high quantity coin production) in 
order to make all of the designs fill the die. It was further found that 
the average citizen could not read the Roman numeral date quickly. 
Thus the high relief design was soon discontinued, and the later 
low-relief Arabic numeral pieces became the standard.

Over the years it has been our pleasure to have handled several 
outstanding collections of pattern coins, including the Major Lenox R. 
Lohr Collection in 1961 (the largest collection of U.S. pattern coins 
ever listed and priced for sale; approximately 1,400 different varieties), 
the Armand Champa Collection in 1 972, and others. 

The present offering is remarkable not so much for its quantity as for 
its quality. Such rare items as an 1863-L cent, 1836 name-below-base 
Gobrecht dollars, the 1879 Schoolgirl dollar, and pattern gold coins will 
attract great attention from pattern enthusiasts. 




1230 lc Pattern. 1858 Judd-208. Obverse with Indian head. Reverse 
with laurel wreath. Identical to a regular-issue 1859 cent in 
all respects except the date. A very important transitional 
issue. AU, deeply toned on the reverse. 

Note: Transitional issues have always been of commanding 
interest. Their popularity extends to collectors of regular 
issues as well as to pattern specialists. In fact, tradition has 
included certain transitional patterns— the 1856 flying eagle 
cent, half dimes and dimes of 1859 and 1860, and the 1836 
reeded edge half dollar are examples— in catalogue listings of 
regular issue coins. The interest factor of a transitional is 
tremendous. Can you imagine, for example, the interest that 
an authentic 1858 Indian cent such as the piece offered in 
this lot would cause at a coin club meeting? Many collectors 
have seen other rarities in the Indian series— perhaps a Proof 
1877 cent, for example, but how many have seen an 1858? 
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1231 lc Pattern. 1858 J-208. A second specimen of this important 
transitional issue. Very Fine. A coin which must have been 
inadvertently spent by a non-knowing person years ago! 




1232 lc Pattern. 1858 J-212. Obverse with the Indian head style of 
58. Reverse with oak wreath and ornamented shield. Lightly 
toned Proof. A beautiful specimen of this pattern issue. 




1233 lc Pattern. 1859 J-228. Transitional issue. Obverse from the 
regular 1859 Indian head die. Reverse with oak wreath and 
shield as adopted in ’60. Uncirculated, mottled toning. 
Important and scarce. 

Note: J-228 is one of the very few pattern coins issued in 
Uncirculated (rather than Proof only; although a few Proofs 
were also made) grade. A fairly large quantity— several 
hundred or more— were made, leading some authorities 
(Scott, Wayte Raymond, et al) to list these among regular 
issue Indian cents in reference catalogues. 



Important 1863-L Cent 




1234 lc Pattern. J-302. 1863-L Indian cent in copper nickel. One of 

only about a half dozen specimens known to exist. Of great 
interest and importance as a transitional pattern— the prelude 
to the famed 1864-L cent issued the following year. The 
present specimen is struck in copper-nickel and is a Choice 
Brilliant Proof. No finer specimen could exist. 

Although this coin catalogues for just $850.00, several 
higher prices have been reported, including auction sales by 
Kagin at $2,650.00 and $5,000.00 (July 1974), and a private 
sale reported by a Virginia dealer at $13,500.00. What this 
specimen brings is up to you, but it should certainly attract 
tremendous bidding attention. It is one of the foremost 
numismatic classics in this sale. 





1235 2c Pattern. 1836 J-53. Gobrecht’s two-cent piece. Obverse with 
a small eagle perched on a cloud (inspired by the small- 
^ eagle-reverse silver pieces of the 1790’s). Reverse with TWO 
'A 55 c> CENTS in wreath. Billon composition. Pickled. EF-AU. Rare, 
* M and historically one of the most significant of all two-cent 
patterns. 

Note: Dr. Judd writes that the two-cent piece had been 
proposed first in 1806 in a bill proposed to the U.S. Senate 
by a Mr. Tracey. However, it wasn’t until 1836 that the idea 
of this denomination was seriously considered by the Mint. 
In early autumn 1836, Christian Gobrecht, perhaps the most 
famous of all early Mint engravers, and Franklin Peale 
collaborated in making patterns for a two-cent piece. 
Originally, pieces were struck in billon (10% silver and 90 % 
copper) with a reeded edge, and in copper with a plain edge. 

Some of the billon pieces were dipped in acid or “pickled” 
to determine how this process would affect this alloy both 
immediately and after the coins had seen some wear. Pickling 
gave them the appearance of good silver for a few days, but 
after a little handling they became dull and gray. Peale silver 
plated some of the copper pieces to demonstrate how easily 
billon, especially if pickled, could be counterfeited by using a 
thin film of silver on copper. These experiments seem to have 
been responsible for the rejection of this coin.

Note: It would be interesting to know why the preceding 
piece was struck. By way of analogy we mention that this is 
an early-day version of a “clad” coin: silver on the outside 
and bronze on the inside. A fascinating item! 



1248 Pattern 2c. 1869 J-674. Regular dies in aluminum. Lightly 
struck around the periphery. Apparently an early impression 
from the dies before the die spacing and/or pressure were 
adjusted properly. Brilliant Proof, with lightness of striking as 
noted. 



1249 Pattern 3c. 1871 J-1045. Regular dies for the nickel three-cent 
piece struck in bronze. Extremely Fine. 

Rare 1866 Lincoln Pattern 5c 




1250 Pattern 5c. 1866 J-486. Obverse with portrait of Abraham 
Lincoln. The first appearance of Lincoln on a United States 
coin; issued the year after the martyred president’s death. 
The Lincoln motif was not adopted for regular coinage, and 
his appearance on mass-circulation coins had to await the 
issuance of the Lincoln cent in 1909. For many years the 
possession of a Lincoln nickel has been the dream of many 
pattern specialists. The pieces are so rare that often a span of 
several years or more will elapse between offerings of J-486. 
The presently -offered coin is a lovely Brilliant Proof and is 
one of the finest known specimens. Should attract great 
attention. 

Note: During the mid-19th century American coinage 
motifs were of an allegorical nature — with representations of 
“ Liberty ” in various forms. However, around this time the 
use of historical portraits was considered, and numerous 
patterns were prepared during the 1860’s featuring George 
Washington. None of these received serious consideration for 
actual coinage for circulation. Probably the Washington 2c 
and 5c issues of this era were made because of the great 
personal interest the Mint staff had in coins, medals, and 
tokens relating to George Washington. At this time the 
Washington Cabinet of the U.S. Mint was prominent, and 
great efforts were made to secure new pieces for it. (Refer to 
Lot 535 of this sale for additional relevant comments.) 
Probably the Lincoln nickels, J-486 to J-488, were made in 
the same spirit. 
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Rare 1882 “Blind Man’s Nickel” 




1251 Pattern 5c. 1882 J-1683. So-called ‘‘Blind Man’s Nickel.” 
Pattern of the Liberty head style. With experimental edge 
consisting of 5 raised bars. Dr. Judd notes that just two 
specimens were struck, and writes: 

“Two experimental five-cent pieces were struck with five 
regularly -spaced bars on the edge, which John W. Haseltine 
said, in his sale of March 1, 1883, were ‘designed for the use 
of the blind.’ He stated that the ‘bold ridges’ were placed ‘on 
the edge so that the blind could determine by touch its 
denomination.’ ” 

Choice Proof, a purchase opportunity of the first magni- 
tude for the pattern specialist. 





1252 Pattern 10c. 1869 J-702. Standard Silver design. Silver. Cleaned 
Proof with granular surfaces. 




1 253 Pattern 20c. 1874 J-1355. Obverse with the Bailly design 
depicting Liberty seated on a globe, with the plenty of 
agriculture to the sides. Reverse is similar but not identical to 
the regular issue. Dr. Judd notes that this piece was struck on 
July 30, 1874. Copper. Toned Proof. Rare and in great 
demand.

Good things sometimes come in pairs, 
and this and the following lot illustrate this. The offering of 
, J-58 and the following coin (offered separately as Lot 1260), 

J -59, in one sale is an event of immense numismatic 
importance— a situation which may well never recur in our 
lifetime. 



J-58 is the famous 1836 Gobrecht dollar with C. 
GOBRECHT F. in field between base and date. The reverse is 
with an eagle flying left amid a constellation of 26 stars (13 
small stars and 13 large ones). The Guide Book of U,S. Coins 
notes that just 18 were struck and omits pricing this rarity. 
Over the years we have Tiad only four or five specimens of 
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J-58, including the piece offered in our recent Rare Coin 
Review No. 22, and the presently-offered coin. 

This coin is of immense numismatic and historical sig- 
nificance. Mint Director Patterson, upon examining Christian 
Gobrecht’s workmanship on the new silver dollar design, was 
so pleased with it that he directed Gobrecht to place his 
name permanently on the die. Accordingly, C. GOBRECHT 
F. (“Christian Gobrecht made it”— in abbreviated Latin) was 
placed on the die in the field above the date and below the 
base of Liberty. An unfavorable newspaper article appeared 
which criticized the “conceit” of Gobrecht for placing his 
name so prominently on the coin. Gobrecht’s feelings were 
hurt, and he insisted that his name be removed from the die. 
Director Patterson, still proud of Gobrecht’s artistry, directed 
that the name be relocated on to a less prominent place on 
the base of Liberty, where it indeed did appear on other 
1836 issues. 

The presently-offered coin is a Choice Brilliant Proof 
example of this rare coin. Should attract spirited bidding 
competition! 



1836 Dollar with C. GOBRECHT F. Below Base 
—Struck in Copper; J-59 — 




1260 Pattern $1. 1836 J-59. With C. GOBRECHT F. in field between 
base and date. Struck in copper. Plain edge. Listed as R-8

Magnificent 1879 Schoolgirl Dollar 




1262 Pattern $1. 1879 J-1608. Morgan’s stunningly beautiful “School- 
girl” design. Fewer than a dozen specimens are known to 
exist of this pattern dollar, a coin which many connoisseurs 
in the pattern series consider to be one of the most attractive 
coins ever to leave the United States Mint. The obverse 
^2 Jo °° depicts Liberty in the form of a young schoolgirl with hair 
brushed smoothly back and tied with a ribbon, and with a 
strand of pearls around her neck. The reverse shows a defiant 
eagle standing on a cartouche inscribed IN GOD WE 1RUST. 

The presently-offered coin, struck in silver, is a beautiful 
Proof specimen. Some trivial hairlines are mentioned for 
accuracy’s sake, but should not significantly detract from the 
coin’s value. It has been a long time since we’ve offered a 
specimen of J-1608, and it may be many years before 
another comes our way. An important opportunity for the 
lover of things beautiful in numismatics. 

Note: The reverse design of this piece , beautiful in its own 
right, is an adaptation of that produced in 18 77 for pattern 
half dollar J-1512 (and J-1513). It is such patterns as the 
1872 Amazonian pieces, the 18 77 pattern half dollars, the 
1879 Schoolgirl and 1882 Shield Earring coins which have 
caused numerous enthusiasts in the pattern field, and we are 
among them, to lament that oft the most beautiful coin 
designs are never adopted. It is interesting to note that 
Morgan’s reverse used on the 1879 Schoolgirl dollar must 
have been the inspiration for a coin issued much later, the 
1 915-S Panama-Pacific commemorative gold quarter eagle. 




1263 Pattern $1. 1879 J-1617. Metric alloy (385.2 grains) dollar by 
William Barber. Original. Silver. Reeded edge. A Proof which 
37^°? has seen some circulation; now Extremely Fine plus. 

1836 Pattern Gold Dollar Struck In Gold 
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1264 Pattern $1 gold. 1836 J-67. Pattern gold dollar by Gobrecht. 

Obverse with Liberty cap and resplendent rays. Reverse with 
inscription encircled by a palm branch. Struck in gold, and 
very rare as such. Dies aligned 180 degrees apart (in normal 
coin fashion). Choice Brilliant Proof. A magnificent specimen 
of this issue. The offering of a pattern gold coin actually 
struck in gold metal is an extremely important numismatic 
event. 

1852 Ring Gold Dollar Struck in Gold 



1265 Pattern $1 gold. 1852 J-145. Obverse with UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA around the border. Reverse with DOLLAR 
and wreath. Struck in gold on a heavy planchet; 32 grains 
v- instead of the standard 25.8 grains. Choice Brilliant Proof. Of 
extreme rarity and desirability. It is our estimate that just 6 
to 10 pieces exist. 

Note: The preceding coin was made as an experiment to 
increase the diameter of the tiny gold dollar. Dr. Judd quotes 
a letter from Mint Director George N. Eckert , dated January 
27, 1852: 

“In reply to your letter of the 1 7th, I herewith enclose 
planchets of perforated or annulated dollars and half dollars 
in gold, with such rude design as was possible without the 
construction of new dies. The planchets are rather larger, and 
the perforation consequently wider, than I think desirable for 
the piece, but we were limited by the time and means at our 
disposal, and have struck them with dime and half dime dies. 

“Respecting the practicability of such a coinage, I find 
some difference of opinion among those familiar with the 
mechanical processes of the Mint. None doubt that it can be 
executed; the only doubt is as to the comparative rapidity 
with which it can be done ... If Congress should approve 
such perforated coins, it appears to me that any law 
authorizing the issue should not be absolutely obligatory, but 
defer the matter to the ultimate decision of the president, 
which could be safely given after practical trials, and a report 
from the Mint. 

“I think any attempt to increase the size of the gold dollar 
by alloying it is quite impracticable. A very small addition of 
silver would make, to all appearances, a silver coin, so that 
counterfeiting could be readily accomplished. Copper would 
create a copper color, and be so much worse than silver. 

“In short, if the present gold dollar is unacceptable, the 
perforated coin appears the only feasible substitute. Better 
than all, however, is such an alteration in our laws as would 
restore silver to the circulation and render such small gold 
pieces altogether unnecessary.”

Cr described it as follows: 



“UNIQUE $20 1900-S IN SILVER: $20 1900-S struck in 
silver. Extra thick— 3.5 mm. thick at edge (normal coins are 
just 2 mm.). A most extraordinary coin! Struck from what 
appear to be regular mint dies, but border denticles on 
obverse have been repunched to form beads, while those on 
the reverse are for the most part better defined than usual. In 
fact, the coin as a whole exhibits a relief that is far superior 
to any ordinary business strike and together with the broad 
medallion-like obverse border resembles the striking charac- 
teristics (although not the surfaces) of a Proof. The sporadic 
die rust on the obverse and the bold reverse die cracks lead us 
to believe that this coin was struck subsequent to its date, if 
at the U.S. Mint (and there is no evidence to the contrary). 
Doubtless this is one more fabulous creation like the 1913 
Liberty head nickel. The coin is Uncirculated, with few light 
handling marks and was probably carried briefly as a ‘pocket 
piece’ by its fortunate owner. A real display item and worthy 
of a home with the rarest of the rare.”

“The Non Dependens Status, dated 1778, whose history of 
the original, if any, was unknown even to Crosby, boasts two 
varieties issued in very small quantities, with and without the 
word copy below the bust and struck in silver and copper. 
The following comment was made by Lyman H. Low 
following Lot 25 in his sale of September 1918: 

‘This interesting piece entered the numismatic arena quite 
in the same manner as its many companions, though not 
contemporary. It has strangely wandered incognito through 
catalogues and collections for upwards of 50 years, carrying a 
total absence of origin, issuer, or publisher. Crosby in 1874 
thought enough of it to have an illustration made and 
inserted on page 306 of his work on colonial coins. His 
observation following the description ‘origin and history 
unknown,’ wrapped the subject in a wet blanket of double 
thickness, in which state of coma it has too long remained.

Coins, Scott’s Encyclopedia of U.S . Coins, and in other 
standard references. 

The obverse is that of the standard 1839 draped bust style. 

The reverse, however, does not employ the usual reverse 
found on this piece but, rather, has the small-letters reverse as 
used with Liberty seated half dollars 1839-1841. Unlike the 
regular 1839 bust type half dollar reverse, the 1839-1841 has 
a smaller and more delicate eagle and has smaller letters 
around the periphery. 

While the exact circumstances of coinage will never be 
known, we presume that during the changeover from bust 
type half dollars to Liberty seated half dollars at the 
Philadelphia Mint in 1839, a die of the new small-letters 
small-eagle style was inadvertently used in combination with 
an old-style bust type obverse die. 
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The coin is struck from genuine dies on a standard 
208-grain planchet (present weight, due to slight wear, is 
204.8 grains; still well above the later 192-grain standard). 
That it was inadvertently made for circulation and not as a 
pattern striking is evidenced by the following considerations: 
(1) Patterns of the year 1839 are well documented, and this 
variety is not among them. (2) Patterns of this year were all 
struck in Proof condition, with wide rims, and with full Proof 
characteristics, which the present coin does not possess. (3) 
The present coin is in Very Fine grade (with some surface 
marks) and was apparently released into circulation to serve 
as a currency medium. 

Another consideration could be that it was produced at 
the Mint in later years as a rarity for collectors. This 
possibility is definitely ruled out by the fact that it was 
struck on a 208-grain silver planchet, whereas other known 
restrikes of 1838, 1839 and contemporary half dollar pattern 
rarities are on lightweight post-1852 192-grain planchets. 

So, we have the confirmation that the coin was struck at 
the Philadelphia Mint during the 1837-1852 period in which 
208-grain planchets were the standard. As there is no 
evidence to the contrary, we assume that it was issued in the 
year indicated, 1839. That the coin was issued for circulation 
seems beyond a doubt. 

Thus, the present coin is a newly-discovered, unlisted 
major variety in the half dollar series. 

The value of the present coin has not been established, but 
will be once this auction takes place. To our knowledge, 
there have never been other specimens reported to exist, and 
the present coin is unique. For the half dollar specialist, here 
is an opportunity that may never be repeated. This coin 
stands as the rarest of all major half dollar varieties— com- 
fortably outdistancing in rarity such landmark pieces as the 
1838-0 (a dozen or so known) and 1853-0 without arrows 
(several known).

Rare 1964 Kennedy PNC Cover 




1492 1964 Kennedy PNC — Kennedy half dollar sealed in a 
rr n ’ philatelic-numismatic cover on the first day of issue, March 
24, 1964. This coin, consigned by its owner, Lyle E. Roe, 
was the subject of a feature story in the November 12, 1974, 
issue of Numismatic News. The article is reprinted herewith: 

“Valuable Prototype Kennedy PNC Surfaces After 10 
Years in Vault: 

“Like many thousands of other Americans, Lyle Roe, a 
post office employee and coin collector from Oshkosh, 
Wisconsin, was in line at his local bank on March 24, 1964, to 
receive one of the newly-minted Kennedy half dollars on the 
first day of the coin’s release to the public. 

“In devising a method to prove that he had actually 
received the coin on its first day in circulation, Roe created 
the first PNC, philatelic-numismatic cover. Inadvertently, he 
had created a collectors’ item that combined two popular 
bobbies and which would draw many enthusiasts in the next 
ten years. 

“To make his PNC, Roe inserted a plastic window into 
both sides of a pre -stamped (embossed) envelope. He added 
another 61 cents worth of postage to the 4-cent envelope and 
had the cover postmarked six times with the historic date; 
three times on each side. One postmark on each side covers 
the window and a portion of the Kennedy half. On the front 
of the envelope is the registration stamp, the registry clerk’s 
initials, CAT (Clyde A. Travis) appear twice on the back. 

“Roe collected coins prior to his making the PNC, but says 
he was not an avid collector. He left the hobby for several 
years for antiques; then, in 1973, prompted by silver coin 
activity, he returned to coin collecting. 

“From 1964 to 1974, Roe’s prototype PNC was in a safety 
deposit box, almost forgotten by the owner. He was 
reminded of it recently when a fellow collector mentioned 
reading about a similar PNC in another hobby publication. 

“That coincidence led to Roe’s discovery that his PNC 
might be a valuable object, one of the first of a genre. Roe 
had not been alone on March 24, 1964, in trying to establish 
verification that his Kennedy half was obtained on the first 
day of issue. 

“Two Ohio men, William Seifert, Dayton, and John Miles 
Baker, Northfield, had each done essentially the same thing. 
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Baker, who went on to found the 99 Company, PNC 
specialists, made up three of the PNCs with Kennedy halves. 
He destroyed a damaged one, kept one for his personal 
collection, and sold a third for $100. It changed hands twice 
after that, the last time in a September 1969 auction where it 
brought $18,000. The first PNC made up by Seifert sold for 
$3,000 to its present owner . . .” 

Additional articles concerning PNCs in general and the 
Baker-Seifert covers appeared earlier in Coin World. As these 
articles are too lengthy to reprint here, copies will be sent to 
interested persons on request. 

The value of the presently -offered 1964 Kennedy PNC will 
be determined by the bidders. For the PNC specialist this 
offers what may be a never-to-be-repeated chance to acquire 
a PNC of the most famous coin design of our time.

Extremely Rare Copper Plate Money. 

We are privileged to offer, in four separate lots, a complete 
18th-century denomination set of the fascinating Swedish copper plate 
money, or “Kopparplatmynt , \ These pieces, issued in limited quanti- 
ties, came about because of a lack of silver in the Swedish treasury. 
During the 17th century the Swedes exhausted their holdings of silver 
in repaying a war debt to Denmark just as their lucrative silver mines 
played out! Luckily, copper mining productivity was increasing steadily 
at the same time, leaving Sweden with but one choice for coining 
money. The weighty copper plates were therefore born of necessity — 
their bulk answering to the law requiring an intrinsic value equal to the 
value stamped on them — and they subsequently suffered from 
constant melting as copper prices bounced high and low. Few pieces 
have survived into the 20th century. 

Earlier copper plate money (the first was coined in 1644) went into 
the pot in the great melt of 1718 in Sweden, but also dwindled in 
numbers through exportation to other countries. Some pieces, especial- 
ly those held by banks and the Swedish crown, were redated and 
revalued; but, as more than a few valuations were overstamped, 
confusion over true value multiplied, and eventually most of these 
held-out pieces were also melted and recoined. 

By 1776, when this curious money was demonetized, copper plates 
had long since disappeared from circulation, and reclaimed pieces were 
theoretically held in storage (though actually most were melted into 
bullion) as backing for the new coinage and for the nascent paper 
money. For the last quarter of the 18th century, ironically, no copper 
coins were issued or permitted to be legal tender in Sweden - despite a 
great need for small-denomination coins. Silver coins had again become 
current. 

These intriguing coins, reminiscent in form of the barter monies of 
primitive peoples, were scarce even during the period of their issue. In 
the intervening 200 years, they have become one of the least 
encountered numismatic rarities — prize acquisitions for the specialist 
or any collector with cosmopolitan tastes.
